COLLEGE ATHLETES

IKE MEW RULES

"Utah Intercollegiate Athletic
Conference" Is New

College athletics in this State were put on
a firmer and more permanent foundation yes-

terday. For five hours tho reprercntatlves of
tho flvo big schools fctruggled with perplexing
questions beforo completing their task. The
very first thing they did was to bring all
branches of col lego athletics under ono uni-

form system ot rules. The new organization
lo to bo known us "The Utah Intcrcollcnlato
Athletic Conference."

Those present at tho meeting, which was
hold In tho parlors of the ICenyon hotel, wer
Coach Hyrum Schneider and Manager J. II.
Kemp ot thu Brlghnui Young collego; Coach
Maddock and Manager Jolui Jensen of the
University of Utah; Coach Campbell nnd Prof.
Joseph Jensen of tho Agricultural colleg of
Utah; Coach Mllno of the Latter-Da- y Saints
university, and Coaeh (.' T. Tertzel of tho
Brlghum Young university. Prof. Joseph Jen-Kc- n

of the Agricultural collego wan elected
chairman of the mcotlng. nnd John Jensen,
Fecretary. At tho outpet It wns agre thot
thu rules agreed on be only preliminary nnd
that another be held next September,
when thuy will be ilnally passed upon. This
will glvo opportunity for the nthlotlc boards
of tho various schools to consldar tho more
Important nnd disputed regulations beforo
ilnally binding themselves to any fixed ogrce-men- t.

The ofllccra of tho now organization
will Include ti prcaldont, secretary and a gov-
erning board, composed of two representatives
from each of tho flvo schools. It was also
ngrcod that all quostlons of dispute under
these ruled that fall ot decision between tho
pchools ho submitted for final decision to an
arbitrator. Tho "expense of the Investigation
ohall bo paid by tho losing party.

Hitch on Eligibility.
Many of tho regulations of tho new consti-

tution are taken from tho constitution govern-lu- g

tho A. A. U and tho "Big Nino." Minor
features woro quickly disposed of, but when
tho matter of eligibility wu reached It looked
for a short tlmo as though tho mooting would
como to n termination without completing Itfl
business. Tho two Logan fchoola nnd Provn
advocatod a one-ye- ruin for athletes leaving
ono Institution nnd entering another Tho
University representatives opposed tho rule,
on tho ground that In tho natural course of
events men finishing their work at the L. D.
S. U.. tho B. Y. V., tho B. Y. C, or even
tho Agricultural college, would como to tho
University to continue their ndvanced work.
To bnr theao men. Coach Maddock and Man-
ager JonBcn Insisted, would be Injurious to
University athletics and would handicap Utah
In her Colorado contests. The Unlvorslty's
representatives Insisted that it looked n
though the other schools wero attempting to
get a rule by which thoy could hold their men
and prevent them from coming to tho Univer-
sity.

After long nnd wordy contests tho following
Important rules on eligibility wero adopted:

Section L No one shall participate In any
Intercollegiate pport unless he bo a bona fide
Ptudent doing two-thir- work In a regular or
special courfi rb defined In tho curriculum of
his college.

Sec 2. No person who has participated
no a college student in any Intercollegiate
gamo as a member ot any collego team shall
be permitted to participate In any gamo as a
member of any othnr collego tenm ifntll he has
become a matriculate In such college under
the abovo conditions, for tho period of one
year; provided, first, that this rule ohall not
apply to etudentn who have completed the
course In which they were enrolled when they
lant competed; second, that this rule shall not
apply to football.

Besidence Bule Strong.
Sec. 3. No student shall participate In

any Intcrcolleglato contest who shall not hav"
been In residence a Homester, and shall not
have full credit for a semester's work previ-
ous to tho term In which this eporl la held.
This section docs not apply to football.

Sec. 4. No student shall b6 permitted
to participate In collego athletics for more
than four years In the aggregate, and any
member of any college team who competes inany Intercollegiate contest for over so shorta time, does horeby participate In that sport
for tho year Provided That four years of
prop work ohall only count as thrco years'
participation, and further, that this rule does
not take effect until Juno 1, 1907; provided
further, that tho first threo games of football
do. not count as participation.

Sec. C. .No person having been a mem-
ber of nny collego athletic team during any
year and having dropped out beforo the close
of that semester. Immediately at tho closo of
tho athletic season shall bo permitted to play
In any othor Intercollegiate contest thereafter
until ho shall havo been In attondance one
full semester.

Woro all of theso eligibility rulen' to be
adopted and put Into effect next year, the
best athletes in tho Statu would be barred
from competition. For that reason It was
thouzht wlso to mako fiome reservation in
order that tho break would not bo too sudden.
Somo of tho eligibility rules aro most com-
mendable. The four-ye- rulo will prevent
men from hanging on year after year untilthoy become bo export that youngsters will
not try to competo against thorn. Tho resi-
dence rules will prevent men from playing
frotball. dropping out at tho close of tho sea-
son and returning next fall only to play thogamo again. It will also prevent track ath-
letes from registering at tho mlddlo of thoyear and competing In spring events. On thowhole, tho regulations will do great good.

cording to his statement of today.
Maj. Van Dyke's opinion of the girl

athlete Is 'well known In tho school-
room, but that doesn't interrupt the
practice games in the, "gym," nor cause
the girls to Jump on each other with
less vehemence when engaged in a
particularly warm match.

Cannot Stand the Sport
"In m'y opinion there are few girls

in our public schools who can stand
such sports," said Maj. Van Dyke.
"All gi.lfi should pass a careful physi-

cal examination before they are al-
lowed to take part In gymnasium work,
and If this wore properly attended to
there would be a few less playing
basket-bal- l.

Studies ATe Neglected.
"Tlfe strongest girl wheh she gets

wrapped up In sports Is apt to neglect
her studies and be weak- - at recita-
tion's. Many a girl who Is a star on
tho horizontal bars and can run a half
mile In no time, stands at the foot of
her class regularly. Hard training In
the gymnasium or In

Sports saps the energy and
weakens the vitality of girls and young
women.

"It does not seem to me the game Is
worth the candle. One normally healthy
gorl, able to keep up with her class In
her studies Is worth more than a half-doze- n

girl 'champs' In athletics. That's
why I do not encourage the girls to
take up athletics."

Do you expect
us, In the fraction of a lifetime, in the
quarter ot tho age of an old man, to havo
changed our wholo life, and even to have
forgotten the days of the old freedom
when we woro lords of all the great plains
and mountains? In what way does your
civilization benefit us? Beforo you had
attempted to force your civiliza-
tion upon us we had every desire of the
heart! An easy, simple, care-fre- e life;
and to the worthy ana brave a certainty
of a future llfo of plenty and comfort
What has your clvlllzlatlon done for us?
Robbed us of our land, our strength, our
dignity, our content. Even your religion
has robbed us of our confidence In the
hereafter. What have you given us in
return? Desire, corruption, beggary, dis-
content. You have robbed us of our
hlrthrlght, and scarcely given us a husk
You said wo did not 'make use of the land
aa the white man would, so you took It
from us and use it as you like. I could
as woll go to a man who has his millions
loaned at 3 per cent and say, 'You are
enly getting 3 per cent for this. I can
use It and make 10. I will take it because
I will mftko the best use of It.' " E. S.
